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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acknowledges Applicant's response filed 4 March 2010 containing 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-32 are pending. 

3. Applicant's amendments to claims 1, 2, 7, 11, and 12 are sufficient to overcome 
the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

4. The previous rejections of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
are withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments to the claims. Consequently, claims 
1-9 and 11-32 are indicated allowable. 

5. Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 12, 20, and 29 are objected to for the reasons set forth below. 
The remaining objections noted in the previous Office Action mailed 27 October 2009 
are withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments to the claims. The objections follow. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 3-5, 7, and 12 are objected to because they include reference characters 
which are not enclosed within parentheses. 
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Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (m). Appropriate correction is required. 

7. Claim 3 is objected to for lack of antecedent basis in the claim. 

8. With respect to claim 3, there is insufficient antecedent basis for recitation of "the 
diesel fuel." Appropriate correction is required. 

9. Claims 1, 6, 9, 20, and 29 are objected to for improper use of the English 
language or other apparent misspellings or errors in the claim language. 

10. With respect to claim 1, "the gasoline fraction boiling at 35 ~ 110"C ± 30"C" 
should be changed to "the gasoline fraction boiling at 35 ~ 110°C ± 30°C." Appropriate 
correction is required. 

11. With respect to claim 6, "and the the high octane gasoline fraction" is improper 
English. Appropriate correction is required. 

12. With respect to claim 9, "wherein the non-aromatic hydrocarbon fraction is 
fractionated at s further fractionator" is improper English. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

13. With respect to claim 20, "wherein the diesel fuel fraction are is blended with the 
diesel fuel fraction" is improper English. Appropriate correction is required. 

14. With respect to claim 29, "wherein the mixed phase in step 3) is filtered for more 
than once before distillation" is improper English. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

15. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-32 are allowable for the reasons indicated in the Office Action 
mailed 27 October 2009.
